keep Its plant in good working order, 
in order to maintain service of high 
efficiency, and to pay a fair return upon 
capital Invested. This it believes is a 
prerequisite to selling satisfactory ser­ 
vice. A telephone company, on Its side, 
both for motives of self-interest and be­ 
cause of the duty which it owes its 
patrons, must treat the public with 
courtesy and consideration.
